PEKING 一 The Peking govern- 
ment has charged the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union with “seriously un- 
dermining the world's fishery re- 
sources” and with assuming the 
position of “fishing overlords.” 

The Chinese news agency，Hsin 
Hua，distributed an article accus- 
ing Soviet fishing fleets of plunder- 
ing fishing resources in the Pacific， 
Atlantic and Indian oceans. They 
also charged that U.S. fleets oper- 
ate illegally in the territorial wat- 
ers of countries of North and 
South America-

PEKING SOFTENS 
UNIFICATION TALK 


HONG KONG 一 China is mod- 
erating its verbal campaign to con- 
Vince Taiwan to return to the fold， 
the Christian Science Monitor re- 
ports.' The more moderate ap- 
proach is evidenced by Peking's 
use of such phrases as “unifica- 
tion of the motherland” instead 
of the more militant talk of “lib- 
eration” of Taiwan. China is also 
using former Nationalist and 民 MTI 
generals such as Fu Tso-yi to carTry 
the message. Peking is trying to 
drive home to Taiwan its changing 
position vis-a-vis the United States. 

At the same time Peking is warn- 
ing Taiwan not to rely upon 
“someone else” 一 namely the So- 
viet Union. Though Chiang 开 ai- 
shek has continually taken strong 
stands against the Russians，the 
Soviets have recently been sug- 
gesting that Taiwan is not part of 
China and need not fal under 
Peking's control.

Patricia Leong，had read in 了 East/ 
West that the cooking school 
needed funding (了 /W Feb. 28) and 
asked 让 she could help. She was 
put in touch with Chef Louie， 
Jane Fong of the Chinatown Hu- 
man ,Resources Development of- 
fice，and Captain Check Yee of 
the，Chinatown Salvation Army. 
(The cooking school is housed at 
the new Salvation Army center on 
Powell Street.) 

Mrs、Leong was favorably im- 
pressed with the program and ac- 
companied by Gaptain Yee and 
Sam Louie made a presentation of 
her support before the Santa Clara 
Lodge. The response from the 
lodge and lodge President 卫 dmund 
Wong was positive. To Mrs.

Dear 卫 ditor: 

In my article “The Drama Move- 
ment in San Francisco's China- 
town ( 卫 /W, Apr. 4), the statement 
was made that the New Chinese 
Alphabetized Language Study So- 
ciety (NCALSS) merged with the 
Lu Feng Drama Society and the 
Wildfire Club to form the Cali- 
fornia Chinese Youth National 
Salvation League. That was a mis- 
leading and oversimplified descrip- 
tion。. Actually the sequence of 
events which took Place was as 
follows: 

In 1942，, the NCALSS issued a 
call to Chinatown youth clubs to 
form a coalition. It was quickly 
joined by the Lu Feng Drama So- 
ciety and the Wildfire Club to 
form the United National Salva- 


tion Fropaganda League ( 划 烽 
出 社 ,野火 社 * 新 文字 会 
联合 救国 宣传 The pe- 
riod was climaxedby two perform- 
ances of a five-act play，“Combat” 


( 战 六) atthe end of 1942 to 


raise funds for a campaign to com- 
fort the troops. 

Impressed with the ,success of 
the _ drama，more than a dozen 
young Chinese applied for mem- 
bership in the League. However， 
because the League was organized 
with different clubs as basic units， 
it didnothave a sujitable apparatus 
for recruiting new members. 
Therefore a new organization was 
formed: the California Chinese 
Youth National Salvation League. 
Ihe headquarters remained the 
same as that of the NCALSS at 
812 Stockton St.， The Youth 
League included most of the NC- 


ALSS members as well as many 


Imembers of the Lu Feng Drama 
Society and the Wildfire Club. 

The latter two organizations still 
continued their Independent exis- 
tence afterward,， but the center of 
youth -activities largely shifted to 
the Chinese Youth League. This 
was at the beginning of 1943. 

TI hope the above straightened 
out the facts, and my apologies to 
any former Lu Feng Drama Soci- 
ety and Wildqfire Club members 
who may have read my article.

SAN ERANCISCO 一 From 1938 to the present, Dr. C. 耳 . Li has 
been engaged in studying the master gland of the body 一 the pitu- 
itary 一 and in extracting its secrets. This gland,， buried in its tiny 


Protective saddle of bone in the center 
of the skull is no bigger than a pea. But， 
the hormones 让 secretes have Profound 
effects on the bodys vital functions, con- 
trolling growth, reproduction，]lactation， 
metabolism and skin coloring. Prregujlar- 
ities or imbalances in these hormones 
are implicated in many serious diseases， 
including dvwarfism, arthritis and cancer. 

Within this time span, Dr. Li director 
of the Hormone Research Laboratory at 
the University of Cajifornia，San Eran- 
cisco，and his co-workers have been 
credited with, being among the first to 
isolate and purify eight of the ten known 
hormones of the anterior Pituitary and 
the first to determine the structure of 
Seven of them， 


Formidable Feat 

The announcement in 1970 that 工 i 
and his associate，Dr. Donald Yama- 
Shiro, had synthesized a Protein possess- 
ing human growth hormone (HGCH) ac- 
tivities astonished the_ scientific world. 
This formidable feat amounted to Pro- 
ducing the most complex molecule ever 
made by man in the ]aboratory， More- 
over, 直 opened the possibility of ending 
the shortage of availablje HCH for the 
treatment of chilqdren with stunted 
growth，Presently，the only source of 
SupPply is the human Pituitary,， removed 
after death. 

To bring the timetable up to date, Li 
and Yamashiro have once again achieved 
a breakthrough 一 the rapid and anuto- 
mated production of the human hormone 
adrenocorticotropin (ACTH) iDP a pure 
| Synthetic state. News of this accomplish- 
ment appeared in the March 1973 “Jour- 
nal of the American Chemical Society.” 


Important Implications 


This 。 achievement ”Tepresents ex- 
tremely imnportant impjications for med- 
ical treatment and research, for the way 
now appears operrto use the fast，auto- 

|matic method for reproduction of other 
Synthetic hormones， such as HGH, in a 
Pure and active condition. 

Says Li: “Now synthetic hormones 
can be made in the space of a few weeks 
or months -that Previously might have 
taken a good portion of a lifetime， 


Li and his colleagues first isolated and 


Purifed ACTH from sheep glands in 
1953, and by 1960 its structure was de- 
termined and its Partial synthesis ac- 
complishedq. The synthesis led', the way 
to treatment of Patients with Severe 
rheumatoid arthritis and other disorders， 
and those who had kidney and heart 
transplants，However，use of medica- 
ions_ containing corticosterioids CaITY 
certain undesirable side _ effects， But 
now，as Li points out， We expect to 
achieve the desired biological eftects 
because the synthetic human ACTH we 
can make is Pure. . .there is no contam- 
ination . . . ii is _ better than the real 
thing， It matches by 100 Percent the 
biological activity of the bodily chem- 
ical.” 


Although researchers in Hungary and 
Switzerland have also ”synthesized 
ACTH，their techniques redquire slow，

The achievement was made Possible 
by apPlying new refinements to the 
automated method called the solid-phase 
technique，which was invented by Dr.

Then the successive 
amino acids are added onto this starting 
material，wWith unwanted by-products 
being removed automatically from the 
column-like apparatus， ACTH，which 
consists of a_ chain of 39 amino acids， 
stimujlates the adrenal cortex to Produce 
Such steroid hormones as cortisol and 
corticosterone.

In 1938，Li，who had arrived three 
years PrevViously from the University of 
Nanking，received his Ph.D. degree in 
chemistry from Berkeley. At that time 
Scientists had little more than an ex- 
tended list of the Pituitary's functions， 
believed to be about 20.

In 1940 Li had his first major success， 
the isolation and purification of ICSHL 
the interstitial cell-stimulating hormone， 
and by 1943 he had isolated and Puri- 
fed three more pituitary hormones. By 
1964，all ten anterior Pituitary hor- 
mones had been isolated and Purifed， 
and Dr. Li and his colleagues were con- 
centrating on determining their struc- 
ture and achieving their Syntheses.

KEYNOTE 

Over 2,000 conferees heard Jack Chen, consultant in Chinese studies 
for the New York State Department of Education, deliver a major ad- 
dress. Chen explained how the People's Republic of China is presently 
attempting to solve its problems of ethnic diversity and pluralism. 

Those responding to Chen 一 James Louie，Al Sing Yuen，Dave 
Louie，and Linda Wing 一 all received warm applause and high praise 
for their varied reactions to Chen?”s address. 

WORKSHOP 

Following Chen's keynote address，Asian conferees met in yet an- 
other workshop,，“Asian English Language Programs: Wider 了 duca- 
tional，Poljlitical，and Social Ramifications.”Moderated by Phil Lum， 
panelists Charles Cheng，Harvard University，and Prof. Marge Lee， 
Sacramento State University, discussed a spectrum of concerns. 

Because of an unscheduled change in the time of the workshop from 
the afternoori to the morming，panelist Simi Lee，of the San Mateo 
Union High School District，was not Present to give her addqdress on 
suburban Asian-Americans.。 

TOGETHER 

As Asians tend to do，Asian conferees came together and caucused 
at every opportunity，both during lunch breaks and in the evenings. 
Caucuses were well attended and filled with their share of internal 
bickerings.Yet，with the leadership of Jim Louie, Charles Cheng, Ger- 
maine Wong, and Albert Cheng, they provided continuity to all of the 
scheduled Asian activities. 

Although at' first invited to attend Asian caucus meetings，non- 
Asians were later asked to leave when the Asians were having diffi- 
culty in “getting it together.” 

LEADERS EMERGE 

Apparent from the begnning of Asian activities was the clearcut 
rise in leadership of Jim Louie, a founder of Berkeley's Asian/Ameri- 
can Task Force,，and of Charles Cheng, a doctoral fellow at Harvard 
University . 

Besides among Asians，both were also well received by the black 
caucus and by the State conference planning team at a closed and 
special high-level strategy meeting. ITheir reception by the planning 
team，in fact，will probably enable Asians finally to have some input 
into the higher levels of the California Department of 了 ducation. 

Considering the fact that Asians have never had any input into any 
level of the state educational system，Louie and Cheng's leadership 
must be counted as one of the spillover benefits and highlights of this 
conference. 

PROMISING 

A surprise Asian delegation came from Seattle. Unusual was the fact 
that most of its members were'from overseas; yet they were all active 
in their respective ethnic commumnities. 

Just as rare was the fact that this group included Chinese, Japanese， 
Filipino and 及 orean members. 

The lesson this group taught other Asian conferees.was that future 
Asian gatherings must indeed be ?za21tczultarab that plenty of Chinese 
and a sprinkling of Japanese“do not an Asian gathering make.” 

Outside of the Pacific area and the East Coast, Wai-Mei Borgel (Ne- 
vada)，Chiyo“Horiuchi (Denver)，and Tsuneo Miyashiro (Ohio) gave 
the Asian conferees a sprinkling of cross-sectional representation.

JADE ROBE EXHIBITED 
IN LONDON & PARIS 


PARIS 一 Arrangements were re- 
cently made in Peking between an 
Anglo-French team of experts and 
govermment officials of China for 
exhibitions of Chinese archaeo- 
]ogical treasures in Paris and Lon- 
don. 

TIhirteen tons of the treasures 一 - 
400 objects up to 700,000 years 
old recentiy excavated in China， 
and never before seen outside 
Peking, are to be exhibited. 

The star of the exposition，in- 
sured for $66 million，is az 2000- 
year-old Princess's funeral robe 
made of 2156 pieces of jade sewn 
together with threads of gold. 

The jade coat came to light in 
1967 when soldiers were digging 
a bomb shelter and discovered a 
tunnel blocked by stones rein- 
forced with iron bars and cement， 
Inside they found the tombs of 
Emperor Liu Sheng and his wife， 
the princess Tou Wan，who died 
about 113 B.C. 

Another important work is a 
3000-year-old bronze cooking pot 
decorated with four human faces 
in bas-relief that show the human 
types that existed at that time.

PRIVATE FUNDING 

“So now we are trying to do it 
with Private funding and it looks 
like we can do it. All we need is 
about $#5,000. We will give up the 
student stipend program and try 
to find jobs for the students. 了 if- 
teen hours of my salary will be 
paid by the Community College 
District.” 

What this statement by Sam 
Louie means，is that the cooking 
program is thumbing its nose at 
approximately $45,000 of govern- 
ment funding tied to what the 
leaders feel are unworkable restric- 
tions。 This seems to be a direct 
rejection by the community of 
funding tied to federal guidelines. 

“What are they doing?” one 


govermment-employed Chinatown 


official said to me.“They are los- 
ing almost $50,000 of funding.

The director of the CEP pro- 
gram，Joseph Bailey，denied yes- 


terday .that there must be guaran- 


teed jobs for the program. “We 
never Imade such a statement. 
There Imust be re-<committed 
jobs. This is no change from the 
first two programs. What this 
Imeans is that we must have a let- 
ter from employers that says they 
will hire x number of people who 
complete the program Sticcess- 
fully.” 
NO JUSTIFICATION 

Concerning the city-wide recruit- 
ment，Bailey says， “There is no 
justification for a federal program 
to be funded for one ethnic group. 
Our lawyer has indicated that we 
laid ourselves wide open for a dis- 
crimination suit in restricting the 
first two classes to Asians only-. 
We cannot jeopardize over $300,- 
000 of San Francisco program 
funding over a discrimination 
charge. We' could recruit the 
amount of English language teach- 
ers Decessary for completion of 
the _ program from our Filipino， 
Spanish and Chinese English Lan- 
guage Centers 汪 

Bailey says that the funding for 
the program has been cut only 
“slightly，and the program could 
continue by shortening the pro- 
gram only a few weeks.” 

Also, Bailey indicated that if the 
program ij8 started without the 
candidqates being screened accord- 
ing to CEP guidelines， not one 
cent of government funding can 
be released to the program. 

“Im tired of all the rumors and 
criticisms associated with this pro- 
gram、 We are willing to work 
things out， But on the city-wide 
recruitment there can be no com- 
Promise.” 

That the program is good， that 
the people who run it are devoted， 
that the community supports it， 
that both private and government 
funding should support it 一 all are 
agreed， Perhaps 让 enough people 
suUpport the program it can be ex- 
panded to include the Chinese 
who _ are on the waiting list and 
city-wide applicants and- multi- 
lingual personnel. But people will 
have to act fast before CEP gives 
up on the program completely.
